HIS EDITOR certainly called his shot as to the 
new Ford. As far back as Sept. 1, when on nearly 
every corner in Detroit, the whispering gallery was in- 
sisting that the sage of Dearborn was all set to pop 
the 1935 models before the end of November, ADN 
plastered on its first page, under the heading, “No New 
Fords Before End of Year, ADN Discovers,” and “that 
Automotive Daily News is in a position to definitely 
spike the rumor. Furthermore, it can positively state 
at no new Ford models will be announced until around 
the first of the year. While Automotive Daily News 
cannot quote any Ford official on this, it believes that 
its scource of information is so trustworthy that it 
cannot be questioned.” 

Coming as did this statement on Sept. 1, the editor 
modestly thinks that this assurance that no new Fords 
would appear before the end of the year did more than 
any one thing to stabilize the 1934 market at that time, 
not only for Ford itself but its competition as well.

FAITH IN THIS SOURCE of information was well 
justified, as witness Sunday’s daily newspapers which 
carried the Ford advertising, announcing that on Dec. 
29 the details of the new Ford lines will be broadcast 
to the nation. So it is with a smirk of satisfaction and 
an air of “I told you so” that this commentator settles 
back on his haunches and files his evidence in the case. 
It’s calling your shot when you come within one day 
of the date. :

-IT IS OVER Henry Ford’s own signature. that the.’ 
Ford advertising appears. And, as customary with the 
House of Ford, there is nothing blatant about it. It 
says no changes, outside of refinements, have been made 
in the engine; that the safety of the car is accepted 
without question; that its durability is “Just what it 
always is,” and as for comfort—there’s been a con- 
siderable advance. Probably some of the prices will be 
lower than in 1934 because “we expect to build a million 
cars and better next year and the price must be right.”

PERSONALLY I have seen the new Ford; in fact, 
I have ridden in it, so I am qualified, I think, to testify 
as to the improved riding comfort. None other than 
Bill Cowling, sales manager, demonstrated the car to 
me, with the remark that I was the first newspaper 
man to be so honored. 

All this happened some three weeks back when I was 
snooping around to find out when the announcement 
was to be made. I didn’t learn the date, but Cowling 
asked me how I would like to peep at the new stuff. 
Followed a ride in Cowling’s personal car to the Rouge 
plants. Doors were unlocked and finally the new Ford 
burst on me in all its glory.

THE WHISPERING GALLERY had been telling me 
of the revolutionary changes that were going to be made 
—longer wheelbase, extreme streamlining and all that— 
so I was prepared for almost anything. But what I 
saw was the Ford, with few body changes, and those re- 
finements. The streamlining is what you might expect, 
remembering the ’35 trend as I had observed it in look- 
ing at the other new makes. The radiator, too, is dis- 
tinctive, and also of the thin-nosed type which many, 
have for next year. As for the long wheelbase, that, 
too, is something else again. As Cowling says, wheel- 
base does not count any more—the engine is moved for- 
ward and the extra length attained in that manner. 
Ford has eight inches more body room because of this.

“AND NOW YOU HOP in the back seat and I'll 
show you how she takes the bumps,” said the Ford 
sales manager. He took the wheel and we criss-crossed 
the ruts of the big field adjacent to the plant. It was 
full of pot holes and the car rode so well that, honestly, 
you didn’t know you had hit a bump unless you had 
been looking out for it, and then it was but a gentle 
oscillation—no hitting the roof or grabbing for assist 


straps.

Plants Speed Pace; Labor Hearings Start; November Sales Seen 
as 105,000 Passenger Cars and 30,000 Trucks; Year’s Truck Total 
Near Peak; December Sales Firm; Price Trend is Downward 


With orders piling in from all parts of the 
country for 1935 cars, plants here gener- 
ally have increased their pace in order 
to meet the demand. In a production way 
the industry this year is in a much more 
favorable position than it was at the same time a year 
ago. New model changes have been accomplished with 
less delay, actual assembly and shipments of new models 
to dealers have several months’ lead over 1934. This 
is due to two causes: first, the fact that models as a 
rule have not undergone drastic revisions in design; 
second, the fact that the labor situation has been less 
disturbed. Whether this latter development is due to 
greater satisfaction among employes or if it is in con- 
formity with the President’s request for a truce be- 
tween employers and employes is problematical.

With returns now available on new car 
registrations for November in 25 states 
showing a total of 47,404 units, the total 
can be safely placed at 105,000 new pas- 
senger cars by the time the report for the 
month is completed. In addition to the passenger car 
sales, it is estimated that 30,000 new trucks will be 
registered. This will give a total registration of 135,000 
new passenger cars and trucks for the month in the 
United States alone,.against 2 total production of ap- 
proximately 100,000 units for November. Since the pro- 
duction figures include units sold in the United States, 
Canada and overseas, it is evident that a considerable 
reduction in domestic inventories was effected during 
the month.

As pointed out by F. W. A. Vesper, president of the 
NADA, this would result in establishing a constant 
clean-up period which would keep the retail market in 
a turmoil throughout the entire year. That the intro- 
duction of yearly automobile models is essential to the 
continuance of sales volume seems to be accepted as a 
foregone conclusion. Since the production of automobiles 
hinges primarily on the ability of the dealer to sell them, 
it would seem that dealers have a definite interest in this 
program of work stabilization at the plants.

The 47,404 new passenger cars registered 
in the states reported compare with 39,468 
in the same states last year, an increase 
of 20.11 per cent. In the same states dur- 
; ing October, this year, 64,638 units were 
registered, indicating that November sales are running

registrations in these states totaled 11,578 units, or an 
increase of 65.02 per cent over the 7,016 units registered 
in the same states a year ago. It is a little-appreciated 
fact that with the first ten month’s truck registrations 
showing a total of 351,127 plus the 30,00 for. November 
and a possible 20,000 in December, this year’s truck 
registrations are the third largest in the history of the 
industry and may even displace 19380, which was the 
second largest year. The peak year was in 1929 when 
527,057 units were registered. The 1930 total was 
410,699.

The unusually strong showing in late fall 
sales seems to have carried over into De- 
cember, with the result that there should 
be a still further shrinkage in dealer 
stocks, bringing almost complete absorp- 
tion of 1934 model stocks before the first of the year. 
December production should run close to 175,000 units 
on the basis of the start made early in the month on 
1935 lines.
